imports. issued figures of the exports and im- 

ports for March, 1906. 

It is shown that imports for March, 1906, are $113,- 
625,066; for March, 1905, $110,431,188; for March, 
1904, $91,347,909, there being a steady and healthy in- 
crease. Figures are also given for the nine months 
ending March, 1906, which are compared with the 
corresponding months ending March, 1905, and 
March, 1904. These show that the imports for the 
last nine months are $74,154,472 greater than for the 
corresponding nine months ending March, 1905, the 
figures being respectively $913,584,586 and $839,430,- 
114. 

The figures showing the export situation are even 
stronger. There was exported in March, 1906, $145,- 
522,342 worth of goods, as against $136,978,429 in 
March, 1905, and $117,190,812 in March, 1904. For 
the nine months ending March, 1906, the exports were 
$1,343,913,725, which is $198,874,488 greater than 
the exports for the nine months ending March, 1905.

There will be to a further degree a consolidation 
of business in the hands of a few great merchants and 
a nearer approach of the monopolization which is so 
feared by the public generally. 

There will be a sti!l greater percentage of increase 
in city population, brought about by changed condi- 
tions in the country districts, and a smaller increase in 
rural population, until, in many cases, there will be an 
actual decrease. 

There will be an added burden to the already over- 
taxed Postoffice Department. 

Are any of these things good? 

It would seem not. Taking but one of the questions 
into consideration, does it not appear that the effort 
on the part of the large moneyed interests to get a 
hold on the mails similar to that which the great trusts 
now have on the railroads should be instantly squelched 
by the public? We are now suffering from the beef 
trust, the oil trust and the rest of the gigantic com- 
bines.. Why, then, should we allow, if protests on our 
part can prevent it, the creation which would be equally 
as hard on the small dealer? 

The so-called common people, the people without 
great wealth, without great social position, are the 
bulwark of this and every nation. Any legislation 
which can in the most remote way attack them as a 
class is wrong, is a great politic mistake. The parcels 
post legislation contemplated is more than a remote 
attack; it is a direct attack.

of his palpable fakes, replied, “Why, sir, I am doing 
the people a kindness. They like to be fooled. They 
actually demand deception.” And he was very nearly 
right. His great shows were built up on this prin- 
ciple, and yet where will you find a man, woman or 
child who will say that he or she did not get his or 
her money’s worth at one of these performances? We 
all remember Joe-Joe the dog-faced boy, who was 
never nearer Borneo, or whatever place it was the 
posters said he hailed from, than Coney Island. And 
we were all much more interested in him than we were 
in the lecturer that talked on municipal reform at 
the Town Hall the other evening. And the Circassian 
girls—the ones who originated the bleached-blonde 
craze, you know—weren’t they more entertaining than 
that article you read on the tariff last night? And the 
“bearded lady” who everybody said was a man, and 
the man who walked bare-footed up the ladder of 
swords, and the glass-eater—oh! yes, we all do like to 
be fooled. I saw a trick horse at a vaudeville the other 
night. Different persons in the audience were re- 
quested to call out small numbers—say, six, nine, three. 
The horse then added them mentally and stamped the 
answer on the stage with a ribbon-covered hoof. Six 
and nine are fifteen and three are eighteen. Sure 
enough, the horse stamped eighteen times. I was en- 


joying myself immensely when some thick-headed’ 


know-it-all called out in a hundred-pound-pressure 
stage whisper, “There’s a fellow under the stage who 
tickles his foot and makes him stamp any number of 
times he wishes.”” That man should have been put out. 
I went there, we all went there, to be fooled and he 
refused to allow us to get our money’s worth. Prob- 
ably twenty people heard his explanation of the trick 
and, at fifty cents admission each, he was a thief of 
ten dollars. 

It is this same weakness on the part of us all which 
has been the making of the mail order houses. We 
like to be fooled. Tell us that we can get ten dollars’ 
worth for eight and we believe it. You know we do. 
We do stop to consider that any busienss man knows 
what a thing costs him and how much it costs to sell 
it, and that he will to the sum add as large a profit 
as he dares. We want to be fooled. We are told that 
the mail order houses are able to hypnotize the manu- 
facturers into selling them goods cheaper than any one 
else can buy. And we believe it. Why? Just simply 
because we do not stop to consider things. We have 
all gone into department stores after the shoes which 


Rome being head and shoulders above 
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are said to be “marked down” from six dollars to two- 
ninety-eight and we have all found that through some 
peculiarity in the shape of our foot, of which we never 
knew before, we cannot get fitted. “But we have a 
very nice shoe in our regular stock, etc.,”’ says the per- 


‘ suasive clerk, About ninety-nine times in a hundred 


we buy from the “regular stock.” And then the cheap 
store trick of marking goods from ten cents per yard 
up to twenty and then down to eleven is known to all 
of us, but we will buy at eleven cents where we would 
not at ten. I wonder why it is that we insist on being 
fooled ? 

In every walk of life it is the same. About twelve 
years ago there arose a “prophet” in Chicago who 
preached of the day of judgment, which was, it seemed, 
about six weeks off. At a stated time there was to 
arise from out Lake Michigan a tidal wave at least 
forty feet high which would completely destroy the 
city. The prophet had it all down pat from a certain 
verse of a certain chapter of a certain book of the Old 
Testament, and he knew to the exact minute when the 
ungodly, of whom, Lord knows, there’s a plenty, were 
to be drowned. About two thousand of the “faithful” 
donned white robes on the fateful day and early in 
the morning sought the nearest hill, where they waited 
in holy exaltation for the finish of the stay-at-homes. 
When the shades of night had fallen, they returned by 
way of the alleys, but it is a safe bet that fifty per cent 
of them have been almost as badly fooled on one or 
more occasions since then.

JAPANESE METHODS OF COOKING AND HEAT- 
ING. 


Consul Sharp furnishes from Kobe, in response to 
an inquiry, information as to the methods used in 
Japan for cooking and heating purposes. He says: 

The fuel in use here is charcoal, wood, coal, coke, 
and kerosene oil. The Japanese cooking apparatus is of 
two kinds—one the “shichirin,” a small portable con- 
struction of metal or earthenware, costing from 25 
cents to $1.25, and heated by means of charcoal; the 
other the “kamado,” a kind of stationary furnace, built 
of brick and mortar, the price varying from $1.25 to 
$10, and burning wood as fue!. The houses are usually 
heated by charcoal braziers, costing from 50 cents 
to $15. 

Foreigners here use cooking stoves, of which some 
are imported from America, England, and France, but 
the greater number are of Japanese make, while their 
residences and offices are heated by grates and stoves, 
most of which are of Japanese manufacture, though 
those houses built by foreigners are usually fitted out 
with American or English grates, Only a few furnaces 
and steam-heating plants are in use. Very creditable 
stoves and grates are made here, and though somewhat 
inferior in quality and finish, they are largely taking 
the place of the imported article on account of the 
cheap prices at which they are sold. The prices of 
Japanese manufactured stoves and grates show a great 
variation, the approximate figures being: Office stoves 
from $3.50 to $48, cooking stoves from $7.50 to $08, 
oi! stoves from $3.50 to $39.50, and grates from $3.50 
to $40.

The Wonder Manufacturing company ts erecting a 
manufacturing plant at Mount Pleasant, Pennsylvania, 
which will be fully equipped with the most modern ma- 
chinery for the making of stoves. It is expected that 
the plant will be in operation by July 1st and every en- 
ergy is being bent by the officials of the company in 
that direction.

The Royal Worcester Company has been incorpora- 
ted with a capital stock of $10,000 by Chas. D. Folson, 
Upper Montclair, New Jersey; Louis H. Strousse, 50 
West 88th Street, New York, and Daniel A, Robert- 
son, 376 Bainbridge Street, Brooklyn, and will manu- 
facture stove polish. 

The Jellico Machine & Foundry Company will very 
soon be ready for operation at Jellico, Tennessee.

Everyone who has had any dealings with the Black 
Silk Stove Polish Works of Sterling, Illinois, for the 
last quarter of a century knows Billy.

The stove should not be liable 
to breakage, and should be sold at a low price and pro- 
duced in three sizes—Nos. 6, 7 and 8. 

The Union Stove Works of New York City, 
so recently bereaved by the death of their late vice- 
president and manager, Mr. Peter B. Acker, again 
suffered a severe loss in the sudden taking off of Mr. 
William T. Edwards, a director of the company, who 
died on Sunday morning last, at his late residence, 9

A novel device which is applicable to ranges, stoves 
and open grates, and which aims to provide a better 
control of the draft than has been heretofore possible, 
has been invented by Miss B. J. Mouat, P. O. South 
Dunedin, New Zealand, says the Scientific American. 
The device has the form of a box, smaller at the top 
than at the bottom. The rear of the box is left open, 
while the other three sides are formed of inclined walls 
provided with long vertical apertures. The bottom of 
the box is provided with a sliding plate, the purpose 
of which will be presently explained. The air box, as 
the device is termed, is placed on the grate of a stove, 
to which it is secured by means of bolts. It thus takes 
up most of the space usually occupied by the fuel. The 
rear of the air box fits closely against the rear wall of 
the firebox, but a narrow space is left on the other three 
sides to receive the fuel. By this means the area of 
the fire is greatly increased, while the depth is reduced. 
Air passes up from the grate into the box and thence 
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22 THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
through the apertures to the fire. The plate at the 
bottom of the air box serves as a damper which can be 
moved in or out to control the amount of air fed to 

.the fire. Owing to the shallowness of the fire and the 
general distribution of air, a perfect combustion of the 
fuel is assured. In proof the value of the air box it 
is pointed out that there is a material reduction in the 
amount of smoke from a stove supplied with this de- 
vice. 





THE ADVERTISING OF CITIES. 





The value of advertising has long been realized, and 
it is to-day probably the most important feature of the 
business world. But it has been adopted. slowly by 
the different commercial interests, and it has not been 
long ago that this aid to success was first taken ad- 
vantage of by cities and towns. A number of muni- 
cipal corporations, however, have had the courage of 
their convictions to a sufficient extent to warrant 
them to appropriate money for advertising purposes, 
and invariably they have met with success. Port- 
land, Oregon, and Seattle, Washington, are two cities 
which have spent a very great deal of money,in ad- 
vertising, and now comes Chattanooga, Tennessee, as 
a city which is getting results by the use of printers’ 
ink, The mayor, the board of aldermen, and the rest 
of the men behind the Chattanooga guns have decided 
to keep up this campaign of advertising. That they 
are wise is shown by information given to the public 
by the Chamber of Commerce of that city, which 
shows, among other interests, that: 

Chattanooga melts more iron than any other city 
in the South. 

It is the second city in building operations in the 
United States. 

It has 278 manufacturing plants, making 450 sep- 
arate and distinct articles. 

The capital invested in manufacturing interests is 
$36,000,000. 

The bank clearings in 1904 were $40,921,289; in 
1905, $51,718,100. 

The postoffice receipts in 1904 were $215,327.42, 
and in 1905, $244,562. 

And Chattanooga is not selfish about itself. It .is 
perfectly willing that other progressive cities should 
know of results obtained and do likewise. 
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STOVES AND THE ITALIANS. 








Consul Roche writes from Genoa. that there is an 
opening in Genoa and in other portions of Italy. for a 
fair trade in American heating stoves, which seem to 
be well known by reputation but hardly at all by actual 
experience. There is on sale a so-called “Stufa 
Americana,” which on close inquiry, is found to be a 
“fabbricata in Italia” or “in Germania,” but the only 
American fabrication connected with it is its name. 
The retail price of the smallest one of these, which is 
little more than a sheet iron drum a yard high by 12 
inches in diameter, is 100 lire, or $20. From this, the 
price runs up according to size, the largest being on 
sale for $78 in plain and $90 in nickel-ornamented 
ware. An American dealer can see how much profit 
lies here when a sale is made. Sales are not made 
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very often, however, partly because the imitation 
American stove offered for sale there is a very in- 
ferior article; but the main reason is because few 
natives of any class have been accustomed to artificial 
heating until within comparatively few years, while 
Americans and other foreigners coming here with the 
traditional fiction that cold is unknown in “Sunny 
Italy” suffer more keenly because they have been 
used to well-heated living and sleeping rooms at home. 

Whether the Genoese can be easily persuaded to 
adopt the American stove is another matter. They 
are not accustomed to the artificial high temperature 
which we maintain in America. Their houses, in fact, 
are constructed to contend entirely with summer heat 
and not with winter cold, being all built of stone, with 
enormously thick walls, floors of marble mosaic, ceil- 
ings from 10 to 15 feet high, and inner partition 
walls nearly 2 feet thick. A diminutive open fireplace, 
a ridiculously small oil stove, or nothing but a little 
charcoal brazier is depended upon to warm a vast 
room which is sumptuous in everything but comfort, 
as we understand the word. Hotels, even of the best 
class, are very slow in being provided with the so- 
called “central heating,” while some of the finest old 
palaces are warmed no better to-day than they were 
when erected centuries ago. Churches, public build- 
ings, theaters, and halls make no pretense of being 
heated at all. 

Such being the case, and the native people wholly 
indifferent to a winter temperature which chills an 
American, the demand for stoves is naturally not 
very lively among them; but there are some three or 
four thousand foreigners living in Genoa, and all 
fairly well to do, besides the thousands of travelers 
constantly coming and going, all of whom prefer 
better heated houses and hotels. The Genoese him- 
self enjoys the outdoor air and puts on heavier cloth- 
ing only when he comes inside his “marble halls.” As 
some of the halest octogenarians Consul Roche has 
ever met confess that they never had fire in their 
houses, except for cooking purposes, and the brilliant 
complexions of the people, young and old, rich and 
poor, attest their health and wisdom in that respect, 
the chief reliance for any trade in heating agencies 
must be among the hotels and foreign born in- 
habitants. 

As for the expense, in addition to first cost, it is 
stated that the freight by ocean steamer from an 
American seaport on a single stove is according to its 
measurement and the duty, national and municipal, 
about 40 per cent of cost. For example, on a stove 
recently imported from America, and costing about 
$27 f. o. b., the freight was about $4, and the total 
duty $11. Ona shipment of a quantity these expenses 
would be considerably reduced. Of course, in this as 
in all trade ventures, the most effective method of 
introducing the article is by means of an agent from 
the manufacturer or dealer who can speak the Italian 
language. Advertisements, circulars, or letters in 
English would be useless, Mr. Roche says.

The “Retail Mail Order Problem,” publication of 
which was announced in THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
last week, is just off the press. It is a book which 
enters into the discussion of the various difficulties 
which confront the retail merchant in his effort to 
meet the competition of the catalogue houses, and 
provides sound business remedies therefor. It is pub- 
lished by Butler Brothers of Chicago, Illinois. 

This book is the result of some two years of research 
into the problems of which it treats, including a very 
thorough personal canvass of merchants throughout 
the country, who have been asked to give their prac- 
tical experiences in meeting this competition. 

It is a fair book and treats its subject in a fair way. 
It meets each of the difficulties face to face and ac- 
knowledges at the beginning that the mail order houses 
have come to stay. The reader is impressed at the 
start with the absolute sincerity of the statements and 
arguments. Who cannot but be impressed with the 
enormous amount of work and thought which is back 
of all that is said? The book is large, some one hun- 
dred and twenty pages. At first glance one would 
think that it was too verbose—that ‘it entered into too 
many minor details of the subject on which it dwells— 
but as one reads on through the first few pages, his 
attention is taken in a forcible manner and held until 
the last page is reached. The reader realizes that he is 
learning something all the time and that the ideas he 
may absorb will be of an inestimable value to him in 
his every-day business. 

The keynote of the book is sounded: in the advice 
to meet conditions fearlessly. It is admitted that these 
conditions must be met, and there is presented thor- 
oughly every strong point of the catalogue house 
method of business. Then it goes to show with actual 
examples and irrefutable arguments that these condi- 
tions are not so bad as they have been thought to be 
by many retailers. 

It shows that the business of mail order houses is 
largely built up upon “leaders” and that as @ whole 
the retail merchant is able to sell just as cheaply as the 
catalogue house, when all conditions are taken into 
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consideration. It shows that the great bulk of the 
sales of the catalogue houses are in certain lines which 
are separate and distinct from the general stock car- 
ried by the various classes of retail merchants. On 
this point it is said: 

Year after year it is demonstrated over and over again 
that things, most of which in retail stores stand on the floor 
instead of being displayed in show cases or on shelves, are 
what retail mail order houses actually sell. ‘ 

Vehicles, bicycles, implements, sewing machines, stoves, 
furniture, refrigerators, baby carriages, clothing, ladies’ suits 
and wraps, sets of china and crockery, guns, watches, etc.— 
such it seems are the things the retail mail order houses really 
succeed in selling. 

Also in lines like tools, for example, their sales are of 
the heavy and high priced articles the demand for which in 
any one locality is very limited but which, combined for an 
entire country, becomes of very respectacle proportions. 

But in the low and medium priced goods, a full line of 
which is carried by the fully up to date retailer, their sales 
are very light indeed. 

The many examples given bear out this contention. 
Quotations are taken from the actual experience of 
certain retailers in meeting the competition of the cata- 
logue houses. The following comparison is given to 
show that in most lines the local merchant can more 
than meet the catalogue house prices:

A recapitulation of the sound advice given in “The 
Retail Mail Order Problem” shows, among other 
things, the following terse truisms: 

Treat the catalogue problem purely as a personal 
one and one that will remain unsolved only so long 
as personal effort to solve it is omitted. Recognize 
that your customers insist on regarding retail mail 
order house competition as legitimate; make a virtue 
of the necessity and proceed to acquire a thorough 
understanding of that competition preparatory to meet- 
ing it intelligently. No longer let the “baits” of retail 
mail order houses lead you to forget their extraordi- 
nary expenses, to meet which they must make a profit 
on most of the goods they handle. Acquire that full 
knowledge of catalogue methods which will make you 
cease to fear and simply respect them. Recognize that 
success in merchandising is becoming day by day more 
a question of quick sales and short profits. Compile a 
“mailing list of information” about the people in your 
district. Look upon every dollar of capital as a gen- 
eral might view every soldier in an army, and keep it 
constantly on the move. Discount bills and, so far as 
possible, sell for cash. Let your bargains be genuine 
bargains, being willing sometimes to sell even at a 
loss. Be as bold in asking profits on the many regular 
items as you are in foregoing profits on the few bar- 
gain items. Rid yourself of “stickers” by displaying 
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them and cutting their price over and over again until 
you have them off your shelves. 

The book is in no way an advertisement of its pub- 
lishers’ business. It is issued with the intention of 
helping the retail merchant who does not buy from 
Butler Brothers as much as the retail merchant who 
does buy from them, and with the object of assisting 
the wholesaler in general as much as to help Butler 
Brothers. The whole idea is to present the remedies 
for the problems discussed in a way which will help 
the retailer and the wholesaler alike in an honest and 
aggressive fight with the retail mail order houses for 
business supremacy.

This would 
immediately catch the attention of every farmer who 
had a fence in bad repair. The word “hardware” 
could have been introduced in the middle of the ad- 
vertisement in black-faced type.

The advertisement is well bal- 
anced and attractive in appearance and the use of the 
cut is good. This heading is also open to criticism. 
When writing a heading, remember that this is the first 
point in the advertisement which you want your read- 
ers to notice and upon the impression made by this 
first glance depends much of the value of the adver- 
tisement. The suggestion “don’t buy a separator,” 
while it might not persuade many people to do with- 
out one if they really want it, is, generally speaking, 
poor advertising. It would be better to say “When . 
buying a Separator, examine the Tubular.”

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Principles of Intersection. 


PART XXXIII. PLATE XIV. 
(Copyright, 1906, by Joseph P. Coleman.) 


INTERSECTIONS BETWEEN CYLINDERS OF EQUAL DIAM- 
ETERS WHOSE BASES ARE CIRCLES.—IMPORTANT 
INSTRUCTIONS FOR JOB WORKERS. 

In the “sheet metal” trade a cylinder is generally 
considered as a round pipe, so in the description of this 
plate we will call each cylinder a pipe with a circular 
base. The illustration on this plate shows how to ob- 
tain the pattern for a tee-joint, a square elbow, an 
octagon mitre pattern, all on one system of lines, as 
shown in pattern sheet. The two tee-joint patterns 
form two square elbow patterns crossing at O-O. The 
pattern for the intersection between the inclined pipes 
and the horizontal pipe, can be utilized to make vari- 
ous articles. 


Cut out two pieces of sheet metal from the pattern. 
One end can be cut square.. Join the metal at the lines 
T-T. Connect the two pieces by that portion of the 
pattern from O to T on each side of the center. The 
angle when joined will be 35 degrees, the opening at 
joint will be equal to the diameter of the pipes, meas- 
uring across one way. The other part of opening will 
be a little wider, so as to make a Y joint. The straight 
pipe must be enlarged at one end. If you draw the 
inclined pipe at an angle of 60 degrees, the pattern 
from the intersection with the horizontal pipe can be 
used to make a Y joint of 60 degres. As the pipes 
are of equal diameter, you can cope one pipe on the 
other. | 














PLATE 14.—SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEMS. 


Draw the horizontal line as shown, dividing the 
plan and elevation. This line is called the ground- 
line. The letters G L are omitted by a mistake. In 
not being inked, the letters were erased in preparing 
the plate. 

Construct the plan of the bases of the three pipes, 
and mark the letters as shown in the plan. Draw the 
elevation of the inclined pipes half-pitch, 45 degrees, 
as shown T1-T2, and the short pipe at base. The 
mitre line at Tr is 22%4 degrees octagon mitre cut, as 
shown in plate 12, line b-F. Now draw the elevation 
of the tee-joint at center, to join the horizontal pipe 
B-O-T, and intersect in the straight lines B-d-c-a-o. 
The other line is not lettered. Draw the horizontal 
line at top of the inclined pipes as T-O. The inter- 
section of the inclined pipe to the right of the hori- 
zontal pipe is indicated by the straight line B-d-c-a-o 
and the straight line o-a-c-d-T, as shown.. At the 
right of the inclined pipe draw the vertical line O-B-T. 
This line is an axis to revolve the right section of the 
horizontal cylinder on the surface of the paper. The 
revolution is best understood by considering the ver- 
tical line as a damper rod and the circle as a damper 
in a round pipe. Take the poine -O- on the center 
of the’line Ti B and describe a circle T O-B-I, rep- 
resenting the right section of the horizontal pipe re- 
volved on the paper. Space the points of division 
B-d-c-a-O-a-c-d-T on the circumference of the circle 
as shown. Those points of division are spaced by 
using the 45-dgree and the 22%-degree triangle. 

Draw the horizontal lines through the points of divi- 
sion on the circumference of the bases of the three 
pipes. Those points are spaced by using the 45-degree 
and the 22!4-degree triangle. Letter the right hand 
base by the letters O-a-c-d-T d-c-a-i-a-c-d-B-d-c-a-o. 
The center base is lettered O-a-c-d-T d-c-a-i. Draw 
lines through the points B-d-c-a-o-a-c-d-T on the cir- 
cle B-O-T- to intersect horizontal line T-T- in pian, in 
points not lettered. ‘Draw the semicircle in the plan 
at the extreme right of plate O-Ti-I. Revolve the 
points on the line T-T to intersect the line O-I by de- 
scribing the semicircles as shown in plan. You will 
notice the notation employed, O-T-B-I. The letter 
© means outside point; I- inside point ; B- bottom; T- 
top point. This was done to avoid confusion in the 
work caused by revolution of the points. T- in eleva- 
tion is ‘at the top of circle after revolution is on the 
outside of circle on the center line, T T in plan. I- in 
elevation was on a horizontal; after revolution on a 
vertical line, O-I in pian, and on the inside part of the 
circle, QO- in elevation was on the outside of the hori- 
zontal line; after revolution is found on the outside of 
the vertical line. O-I-in plan. You see, revolving a 
quadrant from the vertical plane to the horizontal 
changes a horizontal line to a vertical position, and all 
the points on the line are also changed. Only one- 
half of the circle is shown in plan after revolution, as

Draw lines through the letters o-a-c-s-T and 0-a-c- 

}, to intersect the octagon mitre cutting line at the 
haseof the inclined pipe to the right of plate, continue 
ie lines to intersect the horizontal line at top of the 
lined pipes. Those lines in the inclined pipe are 
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drawn parallel to the axis O-O, as shown, and inter- 
sect the horizontal pipe in points B-d-c-a-o-a-c-d-T. 
HOW TO FIND THE PATTERNS. 

Construct the vertical pattern line and space the 
points indicated by the letters T-d-c-a-o-a-c-d-B-d-c- 
a-o-a-c-d-T, Draw horizontals through the points es- 
tablishing the pattern sheet as shown on the plate, to 
lay out all the patterns. According to the notation, 
the letter B is on the center line of pattern sheet. The 
letters, T-T are the outside lines to join the forming 
up, and when formed and joined the lines T-T are on 
the top of the horizontal pipe as shown; B- is at the 
bottom in elevation and in the right section cut, as 
shown by T-B. 

HOW THE LINES INTERSECT. 


Commencing with O, descending to B, ascending to 
T, line through O in elevation intersects o-o in pattern 
sheet. Line through A in elevation intersects a-a- in 
pattern between points o-o. Line through C in eleva- 
tion intersects c-c- in _ pattern 


between points 


0-0. Line through dé in_ elevation, intersects 


pattern 
through B in elevation, intersects B, center line 


b-b- in between points 0-0. Line 
of pattern sheet. Join the points on the pattern sheet, 
forming the curve at center part of pattern. Line 
through a in elevation, intersects a-a between points 
O-T on pattern. Line through C in elevation, inter- 
sects C-C between the points O-T in pattern. Line 
through T in elevation, intersects lines T-T in ex- 
treme lines in pattern. Join points completing the pat- 
tern for the intersection between the horizontal and 
the inclined pipes as shown on pattern sheet.

Notation is‘similar, line O intersects line O-O in 
pattern.

Line through I intersects d-d- between o-T 
and d-d- between O-O in pattern. Line through B 
intersects B at center and T-T, extreme lines in pat- 
tern.

This box is con- 
structed of number 
twenty galvanized 
steel and is guar- 
anteed not to rust 
or break. It is so 
made that the con- 
tents cannot be re- 
moved without the 
keys. There is a 
heavy glass panel 
in the door through which letters, etc., can 
be seen and a brass clip inside which will 
hold the card on which the owner’s name is printed. 
The slot at the top of the box in which the carrier 
inserts the letters is protected by an extra hinged 
cover. A spring is inserted at the back of this cover 
which forces it forward after the pressure of inserting 
the letters is removed.

TIN ROOFS FROM THE PRACTICAL STANDPOINT 





The following article is written by a practical tinner 
who combines with his knowledge of his trade the fac- 
ulty of expressing a vital subject in an interesting and 
instructive manner. 

Probably a great many readers of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN have met with conditions similar to those 
mentioned by our correspondent. It is certain that 
all tinners realize the need of improvement in the 
tin roofing plates now in general use. The way to ob- 
tain the necessary reforms is to let your wishes be 
known, for manufacturers as well as yourselves would 
surely prefer to handle a product which gives general 
satisfaction and brings the amount of business which 
always accompanies general satisfaction: 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN :‘ 

I have been reading considerable of late about the 
old charcoal iron plates which our fathers used for 
roofing. Very little is said about how well or how 
much pains they took in putting it on. 

We all have something to find fault with when we 
do a poor job. Either the tools, material or some- 
thing else is at fault. I am not a chemist and cannot 
say whether or not a plate of steel has something with- 
in its nature that is doomed to self-destruction. I do 
know that a steel roofing plate, when folded and 
pounded down, is less liable to crack than an iron 
plate. It lies smoother and works better. As to its 
lasting qualities, they are undoubtedly much poorer. | 
think that we tinners are reaping the harvest we have 
sown, We are the victims of our own boomerang. 
We wanted to get the job, oh, so badly. The other 
fellow could buy the same grade of tin that we could 
buy and at the same price. He could skim the solder 
as well as we. 

So we asked the manufacturer for a lighter coating. 
We got it. The other fellow got it in the next order. 
So we made a search for a still cheaper plate and it 
was shaved again. Now something must be done. 

Palm oil costs too much. The manufacturer found 
that an acid plate sold well because he could sell it at 
a low price. The result is that now no one wants a 
tin roof at any price because every one has had trou- 
ble with them. I don’t know whether it is the acid 
used to coat the tin or the properties of the steel itself 
which eats it up. 

Competition has also had its effect on the quality of 
workmanship. I have seen men lay from five to eight 
squares of roof in a day—and finish it? Yes, until the 


rain Or the next spring comes. 


What is the trouble with the roofing business to- 
‘ay? Cheap John acid plates, eight squares a dav, 
\f enough solder not properly applied. We are after 
job and we will cover any kind of sheeting. My. 
upetitor covered a building, sheeted with green oak 
iber, and within sixty days the man had to put on a 

v roof. No more tin recf for him or his neighbors. 
10 was to blame? ‘che customer did not know that 
acid in the green oak lumber would eat up the tin, 
the tinner should have known. The other day I 
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was called to repair a roof. When I got on the build- 
ing, I found the roof sagged in the center and water 
standing in a puddle upon it. When | went to wipe 
the water off, I took the rust along with it. I went 
down and telephoned the owner to come. When he 
came he did not have a good word for a tin roof. 
After explaining that the roof had rusted out because 
of the lack of proper pitch, he had a carpenter come 
and fix the roof. When I went to put on the new roof, 
did I have pitch enough? Just four inches to the foot. 
I explained to the carpenter to put a projection for the 
eaves trough, which he did. If the tinner who laid 
the roof before had asked for more slant, he might 
have saved the reputation, to a certain extent, of the 
cheap, poorly soldered, half-laid tin roof he used. 

My experience has taught me that a palm oil plate, 
properly nailed with light nails to the sheet, and four 
or five pounds of solder to the square, laid on smooth 
dressed surface, without wide cracks and holes, at a 
proper pitch, gives good satisfaction if properly paint- 
ed with Venetian red and linseed oil.

TIN FROM STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

Consul-General Wilber furnishes from Singapore 
the statistics of tin exports from the Straits Settlements 
to the United States and suggests a mutual trade 
benefit. His letter reads: 

“The total shipments of tin from the Straits Settle- 
ments for 1905 amounted to 63,710 tons, 18,905 tons 
going direct to the United States, 35,294 tons to Eng- 
land, and 9,511 tons to continental Europe. A small 
falling off in exports to the United States was caused 
by the high rates of exchange and by the advance in 
freight rates during October, November, and Decem- 
ber by the New York shipping conference. The ship- 
ments to England the past two years materially in- 
creased, while those to the Continent gained gradually 
during the past four years. Many indirect shipments 
for the United States go from Singapore to England 
and the Continent which if shipped direct would ma- 
terially increase the declared exports of tin to America 
from this region and cause more return cargoes of 
merchandise.”

THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 


There is being an unprecedented amount of busi- 
ness done by hardware jobbers generally throughout 
the country in the staple and builders’ hardware line. 
In many sections of the country this business is the 
largest which has been handled for many years. 
There is an especially strong demand for woven wire 
fencing and poultry netting, the demand being so 
great in fact that the entire output of the mills is 
consumed, Builders’ hardware and other lines which 
are affected by the opening of spring are in active 
demand. 

Prices of axes have been changed again. Lippin- 
cott’s boy-handled three-pound has advanced fifty 
cents per dozen and the Cutmore boy-handled $1.75. 
Advances are shown in the Silver Eagle, the Cut- 
more, the Forest Clipper and the Premier single- 
bitted axes. Double-bitted axes have also advanced. 
Wheeler’s countersink bits number eighteen have 
fallen fifty cents per dozen.

IRON AND STEEL MARKET. 

There has been an increasing activity in the pig iron 
market during the past week, with stronger prices, 
particularly for the lower grades. Cast iron pipe manu- 
facturers bought just about twice as much as in the 
week preceding. Orders for 200,000 tons were placed 
last week by western implement interests, and one 
order of 10,000 tons sold at $13.00 Chicago. Malleable 
iron continues dull, but good prospective sales of stan- 
dard rails are reported and the general outlook is now 
brighter than at any time yet this year. Many inquiries 
are received for future delivery of malleable but no 
orders yet. One order was placed in Chicago this 
week for 10,000 tons basic. The prices thus far are 
such that will enable the consumer and jobber to make 
a fair profit. Northern iron is still predominating in 
the relative amounts of Southern and Northern iron. 
The serious shortage the Southern mines are experienc- 
ing in supplying the demand may yet be general in the 
whole market, as it looks at present as if the year of 
1906 will break all records, both in production and con- 
sumption of pig iron. 





WIRE PRODUCTS. 

Extremely heavy specifications have characterized 
the wire market during the past ten days, because of 
the opening this week of lake navigation. This has 
affected the buying for deliveries in the Northwest. 
Prices are firm and the prospect points to the largest 
year yet. 





SHEETS. 
The demand is good in galvanized sheets with prices 
firmer than for many weeks. The independent mills 
are said to be shading prices somewhat on black. 





Specifications continue heavy and the corporation is 
still behind on orders, The supply generally in gal- 
vanized is sold out for six weeks, and the future out- 
look is bright. 





BILLETS AND RODS. 


A peculiar situation prevails in the West in billets 
and rods. Although the Illinois Steel Company has 
their new open hearth now in operation, they are using 
all their product in their own structural work in their 
new plants. The available forging billets are being 
contracted for at $35 to $37, Chicago. The same is 
also true of wire rods. Bessemer and Open Hearth 
being scarce, with few sales at $37, Chicago. 





PLATES. 


Mills are still behind with orders on universal plates, 
but there has been a sharp decrease in demand for 
sheared. The independent mills are suffering most 
from the shortage in sheared, but the Illinois Steel 
Company has hardly a month’s run contracted for. 
Prices are unchanged, 





New tonnage and specifications are both of an active 
nature. Prompt deliveries can be given by almost all 
producers, for the reason that mills are lightly sold for 
forward deliveries. A brisk movement is’ reported 
from warehouse stocks. Chicago mill prices for car 
load lots are as follows: Tank steel, %4-inch and 
heavier, up to 100 inches wide, 1.76%c base; flange 
steel, 1.86'4c base; marine steel, 1.96'4c base; all full 
extras.

John McVoy & Co. report that conditions in the Metal 
Market are very good, and there is quite a strong demand 
for tinplate and sheets for spot shipment—the advance on 
tinplate has stimulated buying. It is rumored there will be 
an advance on galvanized sheets in a very short time; the ad- 
vance will probably include roofing of all kinds. The price 
on solder continues to advance, owing to the high market 
price of tin. 


Matthew, Addy & Company will say in their weekly re- 
port; 


There are no possible complaints to be made regarding the 
iron business this week. There has been much activity in all 
quarters. Buying has been on a large and liberal scale. 
One lot of 10,000 tons of basic has been placed here and 
other smaller lots of the same kind of iron. The pipe com- 
panies have been buying in round lots and mainly for 
nearby deliveries. Probably the feature of the market has 
heen the movement in Northern irons. These have been sold 
in considerable volume both in malleable and foundry grades, 
and for all kind of shipment, both prompt and over the 
balance of the year. Considerable Southern iron has been 
sold in this territory, but the tonnage is not so great as 
that of the Northern iron, which for the past few years has 


been a much more decided competitor of the South than was 


lormerly the case. In fact, the development of the merchant 
furnaces in the North has for the past four years been one 
f the most noticeable things in the trade. 

It is very evident that 1906 will break all records both in 
onsumption and production. The rate at which iron is being 


made and used in America to-day is greater than at any time 


1 the past. This year the trade has not a cloud on its sky. 
rices are on a reasonable basis and consumers are abie to 


(0 business with a good margin of profit. As a matter of 
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fact, in spite of the greatest production the courtry has known 
there is danger that there will not be enough iron to meet 
all demands. Already there is a shortage of the better grades 
of foundry iron as far as quick delivery is concerned. In 
Southern charcoal car wheel iron the situation is distressing. 
There has been and still is a shortage of labor in the South 
and the charcoal furnaces have been unable to get enough 
wood cut to keep going; consequently many of these fur 
naces are six months behind on their orders and there is no 
immediate prospect of a betterment. 

Coke this week has moved slowly. Apparently a good 
deal of coke was stocked in anticipation of a strike, and this 
surplus will have to be used up before there will be much 
more free buying. 

The events of the week have put the market on a stronger 
and better basis and the outlook is distinctly promising

An American incubator was tried ir 
one of the agricultural institutes in Milan, but the ef- 
fort was half-hearted, agd as the matter was left en- 
tirely in the hands of local officials no successful re- 
sults came from the tests.

“You will probably notice that the note is for $300 
instead of $200, the amount of your bill, You see, I 
owe two other fellows who handle the same kind of 
goods as you $50 each and I thought as long as you 
and I are going to pay your bill we might as well bor- 
row enough to pay the other fellows at the same time,”
